"In two years, I’ve really had no 
problem," said Mrs Carr, "but the 
txidy is always trying to reject the new

granted, like driving a car or 
walking around the block 
Increasingly, pain doctors 
dolorologists

shuffled from doctor 
to 
doctor and prescription to 
prescription with nothing to 
show in the end but a stack of 
medical bills 
“ Chronic 
pain 
sufferers 
are, 
by 
nature, 
problem

problem patients,” said Dr 
Jim Montgomery, who with 
Dr Justo Gonzales, directs 
pain clinics at the University 
of 
Texas 
Southwestern 
Medical School and ad ­ 
joining Parkland Hospital 
In the coed’s case, she had 
s u f f e r e d 
m e r a l g l i a 
paresthetica, or pain in the 
outside of the thigh, since the 
age of 18 
Not only did her thigh hurt 
to the touch, but just the 
mere brush of fabric, like 
slacks rubbing against the 
skin, 
was 
too painful 
to 
endure She could only wear 
skirts 
Her 
lifestlye 
was 
severely restricted 
Susan 
went 
to 
several 
p h y sicia n s, 
consum ing 
growing 
dosages 
of 
pain 
killers 
The 
m edication 
killed the pain but not the 
problem 
In mid July, she visited 
the Dallas pain clinic Now. 
seven nerve blocks later and 
at the start of her fall college 
semester, she is a different 
person 
For starters, she 
bought an entire new war 
drobe, mostly slacks and 
jeans 
The job of Montgomery 
and Gonzales, like those of 
physicians at 15 other major 
pain clin ics around 
the 
country, is to treat 
pain 
when it ceases to be useful 
as a warning signal 
to 
disease 
and becomes a 
debilitating illness 
One middleaged 
Dallas 
man suffering from cancer 
became incapacitated from 
chronic pain in his hip, not 
from the primary disease 
To endure it, he relied on the 
temporary 
relief 
of 
pain 
killers 
Montgomery and (ionzales 
treated him 
with 
a 
per­ 
manent nerve block to the 
hip area and relieved the 
piiin He is off the drugs now 
and, literally, has a new 
lease on life 
Acupuncture 
treatment 
saved the job of a the airline 
pilot 
Before he visited the 
pain clinic, he had decided to 
change

occupation 
because long flights in ­ 
flamed the painful arthritis
